wholly  by  your  Council,  situated  on  the  main  road  one  mile  due  south  of  the  Town. 

5.  Small-pox  : — No  special  Hospital,  the  Fever  Hospital  could  be  used  as  such. 

6.  Surgical  and  Medical  Cases  are  sent  to  the  West  Norfolk  Hospital  at  King’s  Lynn. 

There  is  no  Institutional  Provision  for  unmarried  mothers,  illegitimate  infants,  homeless  children  in  your  area. 

Ambulance  Facilities. 

(a)  Infectious  Cases,  none,  the  original  horse  ambulance  has  ceased  to  exist. 

(b)  Accident  and  other  Cases  : A motor  ambulance  is  stationed  at  Hunstanton  by  the  Red  Cross 

Society  for  use  in  the  Distrct.  It  is  worked  by  a Local  Committee  and  is  self-supporting 
as  far  as  possible.

Note. — The  Factory  and  Workshop  Act,  1901  (s.  132),  requires  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  in  his  Annual  Report  to  the 
District  Council  to  report  specifically  on  the  administration  of  that  Act  in  workshops  and  workplaces,  and  to  send  a copy 
of  his  Annual  Report,  or  so  much  of  it  as  deals  with  this  subject,  to  the  Secretary  of  State  (Home  Office).  If  the 
Annual  Report  is  presented  otherwise  than  in  print,  it  is  unnecessary  to  include  in  the  copy  sent  to  the  Home  Office  the 
portions  which  do  not  relate  to  factories,  workshops,  workplaces  or  homework. 


The  Hunstanton  District  Nursing  Association  have  this  year  become  affiliated  to  the  Norfolk  Nursing  Federation. 

The  Nurse  only  attends  infectious  cases  when  it  safe  for  her  to  do  so.  She  is  available  for  work  at  the  Council 
Schools  under  the  School  Medical  Officer  and  receives  any  fees  she  earns  as  an  addition  to  her  salary. 


Midwives.

Laboratory  Work. 

The  County  Laboratory  at  Norwich  undertakes  the  examination  of  Swabs  for  Diphtheria,  Sputums  for  Tuber- 
culosis, and  blood  for  Widal  re-action,  free  of  cost.

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 

Water. — Sufficiency  satisfactory;  quality  good;  supply  constant.  Source  of  supply,  springs  in  chalk.  All  pre- 
cautions necessary  are  taken  to  prevent  possibility  of  contamination.  The  water  is  not  liable  to  Plumbo-solvent  action. 
Periodic  Bacterial  Examinations  are  made  but  no  contamination  has  been  revealed. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. — Precipitation  tanks  with  outfall  to  the  sea. 

Closet  Accomodation. — All  water  carriage,  no  privies. 

Scavenging. — House  to  house  weekly;  refuse  burned  in  a destructor.  No  cesspools  or  earth  closets  in  area.
